English, Foreign Languages, and 
Interactive Television 


During your freshman and sophomore years 
of English you are introduced to different 
styles of writing. Some of the authors you 
read are Jack London, Shakespeare, and 
Poe. You have both literature and grammar, 
but in sophomore english writing begins to 
be emphasized. 

Juniors focus mostly on literature. There 
is a period of about two months that they 
spend on writing their research papers. 
There is also more poetry, the memorization 
of a poem to recite before the class, deliv- 
ering a “famous person” speech. 

Seniors study British Literature. There is 
no grammar for the seniors, but they do have 
to write a paper using their grammar skills. 
The senior AP English class writes The Mar- 
iner newspaper and the class teaches for 
about a month. 

Foreign languages students can choose 
from are German, French, Spanish, and Lat- 


in. 

German I, II, III, and IV were taught by Mrs. 
Kaura who also teaches over ITV. Watching 
German movies and translating articles from 
Juma magazine are ways Mrs. Kaura helps 
the students to learn German. 

Spanish is a difficult yet interesting class. 
Spanish I and II were taught by Mrs. Stev- 
enson, while Spanish III and IV were taught 
by Mrs. Hignite.

French I, II, III, and IV were taught by Mrs.

Exacting 

Math, Computer, Business, and 

Typing 


Math, typing, and computer are subjects that 
are not taken lightly here at Harbor. Mrs. 
Josson, Mr. McQuaide, Mr. Rapose and Mrs. 
Chmielewski, Mrs. Hornbeck, Mr. Haywood 
and Mrs. Horton teach these wonderful clas- 
ses. 

In Business Math students learn the basic 
math concepts needed to start and run a 
small business. In Algebra I, students learn 
how to solve and graph linear equations. 
They also begin to learn how to graph those 
linear equations. Algebra II continues these 
ideas and introduces logarithms. 

Consumer math and newly developed 
senior college math were also taught this 
year. In consumer math, students are taught 
about checking accounts and income taxes. 
Senior college math was started this year 
and involves a thorough review of trigonom- 
etry, geometry, Algebra I, and Algebra II. 

Sophomores typically take geometry and 


often wonder, “How am I going to proof 
these problems?’’, but there is a way to do 
it right. Robin Champlin said, “I didn’t know 
much about planes and angles before, but 
I sure know an awful lot about them now 
thanks to Mr. McQuaide.’’ 

The trigonometry class learns basically 
about graphing sine and cosine. This class 
continues ideas which were initially intro- 
duced in Algebra II. Following trig is one 
nine weeks of Pre-Calculus. Then it is on to 
“The Calculus’’ and the complicated world 
of derivatives, integrals, and more difficult 
graphs. 

Typing is an important skill and is taught 
here at Harbor. Following typing is comput- 
er in which students learn WordPerfect 5.0, 
Data Base, Turbo Pascal, VP Planner, and 
how a computer works.

Geography, World and American His- 
tory, Government, and Psychology 


In World Geograpy class the students are 
given every opportunity to get to know the 
world better. They are often required to 
memorize the different countries. It is not 
an easy class, but in the long run it definitely 
pays off to have the knowledge that you 
accumulate from that class. 

World History is generally taught to soph- 
omores. It is a class that teaches you the 
events that are occurring throughout the 
world, that is all of the recorded events.

Future Success 

Ashtabula County Joint Vocational 

School 


What is VO-ED? This is a typical question at 
Harbor High School, for many students are 
unaware of the vocational education that is 
available to them. The Ashtabula County 
Joint Vocational School, located in Jeffer- 
son, is host to those students who have pre- 
determined a career. Instead of remaining 
at Harbor for four years, these students at- 
tend the VO-ED school for two years, where- 
upon they gain the knowledge and skills 
necessary to attain their chosen profession. 

Any junior or senior who has fulfilled the 
requirements mandated by the state of Ohio 
may enroll in the VO-ED school. Not only 
does the VO-ED provide training for careers, 
but it also offers courses like English, Amer- 
ican history, and government to ensure that 
every student present may fulfill all state 
requirements. 

The VO-ED represents an array of careers 
including: auto-mechanics, business, car- 
pentry, cosmetology, food service, and 
nursing. A great number of students who 
choose to attend VO-ED are immediately 
placed in jobs upon graduation. Some fur- 
ther their skills by enrolling in a junior col- 
lege. Whatever choice they make, VO-ED 
students are thoroughly prepared. Attend- 
ing the Ashtabula County Joint Vocational 
School has numerous benefits. Among the 
largest is the “hands-on” training that all 
students recieve in their perspective field. 
For example, students enrolled in carpentry 


would not only learn the techniques and 
skills through lectures, but also prove their 
understanding through actual construction 
of a given object. Another advantage that 
VO-ED students possess is the knowledge 
of basic machinery prior to arriving at the 
work site. Students actually train on equip- 
ment they will one day encounter in the ca- 
reer itself. Finally, VO-ED students are in- 
troduced to the professionalism of their ca- 
reer. The teachers strive to express the self- 
confident attitude that each student should 
possess. 

Although ACJVS is a separate entity from 
Harbor High, those Harbor students who at- 
tend VO-ED remain active in the home-school 
activities presented throughout the school 
year. Many VO-ED students return to Harbor 
on Friday afternoons for pep-assemblies. Mr. 
James Stalker visits the VO-ED regularly 
throughout the year to keep the Harbor VO- 
ED students updated on home-school pro- 
grams and activities such as prom, Grad 
Night, and graduation. 

Students interested in the vocational ed- 
ucation offered by the VO-ED should meet 
with either Mr. Stalker or Mr. Nappi in the 
guidance office in the middle of their soph- 
omore year. Future students should be ded- 
icated to hard work and will be rewarded 
with success.
